was found guilty. That appeal was 
also turned down in Greene County 
and by the state Supreme Court, 
hut later a federal court of appeals 
directed that a new trial be held.

that is a composite of many real 
stories.

narrator broke in from time to 
time to tie up each episode with 
a real case and a real spy. 
“ Sometimes we create one or 
two characters and use them to 
reflect the attitude of a whole 
community.” Costello explained. 
“Other Omes we stick close to the 
J facts. And on still other occasion*. 
we create a fictitious story that 
is typical of many.” 
The program is free to work in 
any area, although it often con­ 
cerns itself with themes of built­ 
in dram atic appeal.
